Peter V.R. Schuyler, 
Jr.; N.J. Congress of Parents and Teachers, 
Mrs. Winfield Crossley; N.J. Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union, President Ella P. Christner; 
N.J. Council of Churches, General Secretary 
Henry Reed Bowen. 

The State representatives were: Director 
Wilson G. Guthrie, M.D., N.J. Dept. of Educa- 
tion, Division - Health, Safety and Physical 
Education. Deputy Director Emerson A. 
Tschupp, N.J. Dept. Law and Safety, Division 
of Alcoholic Beverage Control. Dr. Carl 
Weigele, N.J. Dept. of Health, Division of 
Preventable Diseases. 

In the Annual Business Meeting annual 
reports were presented, and all officers were 
re-elected. 





LEGISLATIVE CONFERENCE 


The New Jersey Christian Conference on 
Legislation consists of representatives of 
these 6 state organizations:- N.J. Council of 
Churches, N.J. Christian Endeavor Union, N.J. 
Temperance Society, Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union of New Jersey, The Temperance 
League of New Jersey and the Lord’s Day 
Alliance of New Jersey. 

The Conference Legislative Program as 
adopted for 1950, consists of the following 5 
points:- 


1. Legislation which will limit the hours 
of sale of alcoholic beverages under plenary 
retail consumption licenses from not earlier 
than 7 A.M. to not later than 12 midnight.

2. Legislation that will prohibit the sale 
of all alcoholic beverages on Sunday. 


3. Legislation that will prohibit all ad- 
vertising of alcoholic beverages through 
broadcasts by New Jersey radio stations, 
on billboards located in New Jersey, inside 
and outside intra-state public transporta- 
tion vehicles and in newspapers and period- 
icals published in New Jersey 


i. Legislation that will require the De 
partment of Motor Vehicles to approve 
scientific apparatus, and all police authori- 
New Jersey, charged with the 
enforcement of traffic laws to use such 
apparatus for the testing of automotive 
drivers, when arrested for an infraction 
of the law, who show any symptoms of 
intoxication, or of temporary mental or 
physical disability affecting driving skill 
or safety

5. A resolution to submit to the people 
an amendment to the Constitution pro- 
hibiting all forms of gambling 


Bills on these points have been introduced in 
the N.J. Legislature. Urge your Senator and 
Assemblymen, and the Governor, to pass them. 





OTHER LEGISLATION 


As we go to press we note that a bill has been 
introduced to permit bars in bowling alleys. 
This is a vicious menace to one of the few 
recreations available to young and old. 


Another bill would raise the per cent of re- 
gistered voters required for a local option 
election from 15 to 25. 


Oppose both bills energetically

DID YOU KNOW THAT - 
Los Angeles Says It Can’t Afford Liquor? 


Councilman Kenneth Hahn has offered a resolu- 
tion in the Los Angeles City Council saying 
that ‘‘WHEREAS in 1945 there were 72,465 
drunk arrests, in 1946 there were 92,108; in 
1947, there were 98,149; and in 1948 there 
were 101,930 and in 1949, drunk arrests 
equalled the population of Pasadena or Glen- 
dale,’’ and ‘‘WHEREAS it has been estimated 
that 55% of the expense of the police depart- 
ment is caused directly or indirectly by the 
drink problem,’’ something must be done about 
it. He says Los Angeles has spent $30 million 
in the past four years on the alcohol problem, 
and evidently he does not think the liquor 
revenue is worth that price.

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BUILDING THE CHURCH IN A PAGAN ENVIRONMENT 


‘*Make no mistake about it; Neither the immoral nor idolatrous...nor the drunken... will 
inherit the Realm of God. Some of you were once like that; but you washed yourselves clean, 
you were consecrated, you were justified in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ and in the Spirit 
of our God... All things are lawful for me? Yes, but not all are good forme. All things are 
lawful for me? Yes, but I am not going to let anything master me. For we are the temples of 
the living God. As these great promises are ours, beloved, let us cleanse ourselves from every- 
thing that contaminates either flesh or spirit; let us be fully consecrated by reverence for God.’’ 
(Acts 15.36 - 18.22; 1 Cor. 5.9 - 6.20; 2 Cor. 6.11 - 7.1) 


Like their present-day successors, Paul and other early Christian missionaries faced many 
obstacles when they set out to establish the church with its lofty moral ideals. Ancient social 
evils were taken for granted, and it took rare insight to recognize familiar pagan practices as 
evil, and strength of character to refrain from them. Paul insisted that the cure for drunkenness— 
always included in a catalog of pagan vices--was conversion, consecration, and cleansing from 
‘“‘everything that contaminates either flesh or spirit.’’ 


Gospel missions probably come into more frequent contact with drunkenness than any other 
group of Christian workers. In a recent interview on the experience of rescue missions with 
drinkers, Rev. Herbert E. Eberhardt, Secretary of the International Union of Gospel Missions 
and Superintendent of the Central Union Mission of Washington, D.C., said: 


‘*The major problems in the rescue missions of America are those resulting from the use 
© @ of alcoholic beverages, whether it be the work with men, many of whom are alcoholics, or the 
activities among women and children. A large percent of the men who apply to our missions 

for help are men who are or have been drinking.’’ 





A LCOHOL Sta TISTICS Cerrers 
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1,231 local option elections were reported held in 727 governmental units (54 counties, 875 cities 
and towns, 298 townships and other units) in 22 states during 1949, with the following results: 





403 elections held in DRY units went DRY—No change : 

118 estine held in WET units went DRY—DRY gain in 20 county and 98 other unit 
elections 

100 elections went DRY—Former status not given 

621 elections—Total DRY in 42 county, 268 city and town, and 311 other unit elections 


454 elections held in WET units went WET—No change 
61 clections held in DRY units went WET—Wet gain in 5 county, 20 city and town, 
and 35 other unit elections : 
93 elections went WET—Former status not given 
608 elections—Total WET in 12 county, 310 city and town, and 286 other unit elections 
2 elections—TIE

NATIONAL TEMPERANCE MERGER 


The Board of Directors of the Temperance League of America met in regular session in 
Chicago on January 26-27, 1950. Simultaneously The National Temperance Movement directors 
were meeting separately. Proposals for merger were finally climaxed by the unanimous adop- 
tion of the following resolution,- 

‘*RESOLVED, that we the duly elected Board of Trustees of the National Temperance 
Movement and the Temperance League of America vote unanimously in favor of the unification 
of these organizations into the National Temperance League, Inc., the unification to be ratified 
at the biennial convention which will be held at such time and place as may be decided by the 
Interim Executive Committee.’’ 

An Interim Executive Committee will carry on until the completion of the merger next 
December. Here are the purposes of ‘*The National Temperance League, Inc., as adopted in the 
new Constitution. 

**The purposes for which this organization is formed are: To provide a medium through 
which individuals, churches and social agencies may unitedly cooperate in a moral and scientific 
solution of the beverage alcohol problem in the United States, and through every effective 
means promote abstinence for the individual and group action to diminish and ultimately eliminate 
the traffic in alcoholic beverages and the evils arising therefrom. 

‘*This organization shall be incorporated and maintained as a corporation not for profit.’’ 





A CHALLENGE 


‘‘The Beverage Retailer Weekly’’ which describes itself as ‘‘The Oldest Newspaper - The 
Largest ABC Circulation - The Voice of the Liquor Industry’’, honored us with a 5-column 
double headline on its front page on February 6, 1950. Could it be that we are bothering them, 
worrying them, scaring them a little? We thank them for repeating some of our statements for 
their readers who undoubtedly need some education. 

Here is a sample of ‘“‘their temper’’ - ‘“That these Dry forces will stop at nothing to gain 
their end is indicated by articles, which appear in it’s so-called ‘New Jersey Temperance 
News’. In order to stir up ill-will against the liquor interest and in order to arouse its member- 
ship, which has been getting less and less each year, it stops at nothing in its statements. The 
truth has no place in their heart. They never hesitate to pass false stories doing so because 
it best suits their own objective.’’ 

This is our challenge to them. We defy you to prove that a single statement or any of our 
statistics are either false or unsupported.
